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Education 
and 
Religion 


A few weeks ago past national 
commander Daniel Doherty of the 
American Legion spoke here in An- 
dover on the present international 
unrest, his main theme being 
that a return to a belief in and ex- 
emplification of Christian doctrines 
and principles is the only solution 
to the problem. Smart diplomacy, 
with concessions here and there, 
may avert world chaos for a while 
this time, but unless something 
fundamental is done, until people 
begin thinking as they should to- 
ward each other, we will be always 
on the brink of war somewhere. 

Mr. Doherty felt that one way of 
returning to these Christian doc- 
trines was through education, a 
field which in its so-called higher 
range has done much to destroy 
these beliefs partly because some 
of the erudite pedagogues and 
some of the students at that 
particular age feel so omniscient 
that they can’t feel that it would 
be possible for anybody to have 
ever been omniscient. In. this con- 
nection a plan that the local 
clergymen have been considering 
for about a year now is very in- 
teresting. It is their feeling that 
the religious side of education has 
been lacking in our schools, and 
they would like to fill this gap by 
providing their own services for 
the public schools. 

The plan would naturally run in- 
to some Constitution] difficulties, 
for in its attempt to provide free- 
dom of worship the state Consti- 
tution provides that no state money 
shall be used for religious educa- 
tion. A straight Bible course, from 
a literary angle, without any 
given interpretation, would of 
course be Constitutionally all 
right, but it is difficult to give 
such a course since a man natur- 
ally in explaining things must ex- 
plain them his way. But the plan as 
we understand it at present would 
avoid these Constitutional pitfalls 
by having the children dismissed 
a little early one day a week to 
go to the church which their par- 
ents have signified that they want 


them to go to. Then the clergy- 
man could provide the religious 
side of education without having 


any state money spent on religious 
education and without impairing 
anyone’s right to worship as he 
sees fit. Those who cared to go to 
no church would stay at school and 
study something else, of course. 
Education in this country was 
really built on religion, but today 
in most cases they are very much 
separate. But they shouldn’t be. 


Religious principles are just as 
fundamental and far more impor- 
tant than even the three R’s. It’s 
far better to not even know what 
two and two make than to go 
through life without the type of 
character that comes from under- 


standing of the principles on which 


Christianity:.was founded.

LIBRARIAN RETIRES 
(Continued from Page 1) 


The present Junior Room with 
its attractive furnishings and 
,trained children’s librarian had its 
' origin in a children’s corner estab- 
|lished very early in Miss Brown's 
administration in one end of the 
old reading room. 


A branch library in Ballardvale 
with a local librarian was started 
'in 1914 with a loan of books from 
the main library. A small perman- 
ent collection of books had been 
added to constantly by purchase 
and loan and similar loan collec: 
tions are deposited in convenient 
places for the more distant parts 
of the town. 


In 1926 the main library build- 
ing was enlarged and remodeled. 
Perhaps everyone does not remem- 
ber the temporary quarters in the 
Lower Town Hall and the Chil- 
dren’s library in a vacant store op- 
posite where Miss Brown and her 
loyal staff carried on for a year in 
incredibly crowded quarters. 


After the return to the present 
library building, the expansion was 
in every way remarkable. The cir- 
culation of books in 190, the year 
after Miss Brown came, was 
28,705; in 1988, it had increased to 
99,440. Miss Brown began her work 
with one untrained assistant. She 
now has a staff of six, all with li: 
brary training and experience. 

In 1938, a library was established 
in the Junior High School. Books 
are lent from the main library and 
it is open daily under the super- 
vision of the Junior Librarian. 
This has proved a most valuable 
asset to the town.

It is with deep appreciation of 
Miss Brown’s long service to the 
town and of her solid achievements 
in the development of the Library 
that the Trustees have gone about 
to secure her successor. At a 
special meeting of the Trustees 
held Tuesday, Miss Miriam Put- 
nam of Cambridge was unanimous- 
ly elected Librarian. Miss Putnam 
was born in 19038, graduated from 
Radcliffe College in 1925 and re- 
ceived her B.S. in Library Science 
at Columbia in 1935 following four 
summers of study. Except for one 
year (1929-1980) spent at the 
Bookshop for boys and girls and 
in foreign travel, she has been in 
the Newton Public Library. For 
three years she was in charge of 
the ‘branch department and she is 
at present head-cataloguer and 
reader’s guide to boys and girls of 
high school age. She is a member 
of the Book Review Club and sec- 
retary of the ‘Massachusetts Li- 
brary Association. 


No better tribute could be given 
to Miss Brown than to have her 
own friendly relations with the An- 
dover public extended to her suc- 
cessor thus conserving to the town 
an unbroken tradition’ of intelli- 
gent, quietly efficient book service. 
As Miss Brown retires into a busy 
leisure here among us she carries 
with her the affectionate good 
wishes of her fellow townsmen and 
their sincere gratitude for her de- 
votion to their interests.
